Opera Box Was ‘Lost by Fire;’ 
Hudson Estate Went at Cut 
Price to Mrs. Shepard. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The dis- 
posal of a church.pew, a box at 
the opera, a yacht and a Hudson 
River estate, all the properties of 
the late Jay Gould, were subjects 
of criticism today at the hearing 
before James A. O’Gorman, referee 
in the accounting suit involving the 
$82,000,000 Gould estate. 

All of the properties were dis- 
posed of by the trustees of the 
Jay Gould estate, against whom the 
suit is aimed. It was Philip L. 
Miller, counsel for the children of 
the Duchess de Talhlyrand, former- 
ly Anna Gould, who raised the ob- 
jections. \ 

Miller did not approve of the 
manner in which Lyndhurst, the 
Gould country place at Irvington- 
on-Hudson, was sold to Mrs. Fin- 
ley Shepard, formerly Helen Gould. 
He objected also to the charges 
listed for upkeep of the estate 
during a period following the fi- 
nancier’s death wehn it was unoc- 
cupied. 

$600,000 Down to $382,000. 

Edwin Gould, one of the trustees, 
testified, under Miller’s question- 
ing, that, in 1892, Lyndhurst was 
estimated to be worth $600,000, 
although seven years later it was 
sold to Mrs. Shepard for $382,000. 

Gould said the price at which 
the estate was sold was determined 
by averaging appraisals submitted 
by three real estate dealers fa- 
miliar with property values in the 
Hudson Valley. Miller contended 
the price was not as large as might 
have been obtained. 

The Pew and the Box. 

Counsel for the estate brought 
out “that a church pew held by 
the railroad magnate was sold for 
a profit.” 

Miller pointed out that a box at 
the Metropolitan Opera House 
worth $5000 never had been’ sold 
but had been written off the estate 
books as “lost by fire.” 

The yacht Atlanta was consid- 
ered a “white elephant” and sold 
for $100,000 to George Gould, it 
was testified bv Edwin. 

Asked about the marriage of 
Howard Gould to Catherine Clem 
ons, Edwin safd Howard did not 
ask for his consent to the mar- 
riage and added that he did not 
volunteer his consent. Jay Gould 
stitpulated in his will that the mar- 
riage of any of the heirs should be 
approved by a majority of the four 
older children.

SPRINGFIELD, Ul., Nov. 17.—

in civil suits, Master in Chancery

State funds alleged to have been 
uithheld while he was State Treas- 
urer. eS 

Besides recommending that Gov. 
Small be held to an accounting, the 
decision declares that Verne §8. 
Curtis and Etha G. Curtis as ad- 
ministratrix of the estate of Ed- 
ward C. Curtis, deceased, shouid 
account for all interest collect3i 
by them. 

Judge Burton, in receiving the 
report of Buggle, declared his in- 
tention of pushing the case before 
Attorney-General Edward J. Brun- 
dage retires from office. 

Oscar Carlstrom, who was elect- 
ed to succeed Brundage, made 
speeches during the campaign in 
which he declared he would dis- 
miss the suit. Evidence submitted 
in the civil suit was of the same 
nuture as that presented in the 
criminal case, tried at Waukegan, 
in which a jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty. At a political rally 
at his home in Kankakee, follow- 
ing his election, Nov. 4, Gov. Small 
thanked the voters of Illinois for 
their confidence in him and vindl- 
cation of charges, as he interpret- 
ed the large vote given him. 

Judge Burton announced that 
his hearing of the master’s report 
will open next Monday morning, 
and ordered attorneys for Small to 
file their bill of exceptions to the 
ruling of the Master of Chancery 
by Thursday of this week. 

Text of Master’s Decision. 

The decision follows: 

“That it became and was the 
duty of the defendant (Small) to 
receive for and account to the State 
of Illinois for all interest, discounts 
and profits directly arising from 
the public funds so coming into 
his, hands as State Treasurer. 

“That said defendant, Len Small, 
paid into the State Treasury § for 
and as interest earned upon public 
funds during his term as Treas- 
urer the sum of $306,424.33 on or 
about Sept. 30, 1918, and the sum 
of $143,585.79 on or about April 
23, 1920, but has not disclosed the 
source of such interest earnings and 
has not made an accounting to the 
people of the State of Illinois of 
all interest and earnings upo. the 
public funds as by law required. 

“Large Sum Transferred.” 

“That during the period of his 
incumbency various large sums of 
the State’s funds were transferred 
by Defendant Small to the defend- 
ant Verne S. Curtis and one ‘Ed- 
ward C. Curtis, now decoased. do- 
ing business as the Grant Park 
Bank. The said funds were used 
in most instances by the sald 'cur- 
tises for investmea’s in various 
notes of Armour & Co., Swift & 
Co., Morris & Co., Cudahy & Co. 
and Wilson & Co., and various 
sums were received by the said 
Edward cC. Curtta and Verne 8S. 
Curtis during said period as and 
for interest and discounts upon 
such public funds, for which no 
accounting has been made to the 
State of Illinois. 

‘rnhat the alleged Grant Park 
Bank referred to in this case was 
not in fact a bank, but a mere 
agency used and operated by the 
said Edward C. Curtis and Verne 8.

CHANGE IN TRANSFER 
FRUSTRATED PLAN 


Chicago Politician Linked 
With $2,000,000 Mail | 
Robbery for First Time 
During the Trial.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—Jesse New- 
ton, one of the Newton brothers of 
Texas and one of the robbers who 
pleaded guilty to the $2,000,000 
Rondout, Ill., mail train robbery, 
last June, today testified that a 
tip from William J. Fahy, former 
postoffice inspector, “sent nim and 
others of the band to Indianapolis 
last spring intending to commit a 
$100,000 payroll robbery. 

Fahy, James Murray, a local po- 
litician, who also was mentioned, 
and Walter McComb are on trial 
charged with conspiracy in connec- 
tion with the robbery. Jesse, Willis, 
Willie and John Newton, brothers, 
and Brent Glasscock and Herbert 
Holliday, the latter of Kansas City, 
all have pleaded guilty. 

Newton testified that there was 
a $100,000 payroll mail shipment, 
which was to have been trans- 
ferred at Danville, Ill., for Indian- 
apolis. He said he and his broth- 
ers and Holliday and Glasscock met 
in Indianapolis shortly before the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Payroll Robery “Blew Up.” 

“TI met Willis and Holliday at 
some hotel in Indianapolis,” Jesse 
Newton testified. ‘“‘The next morn- 
ing Willis came to my room. Glass- 
cock said the Indianapolis job had 
‘blowed up.’ Glasscock said ‘Mur- 
ray told me that the $100,000 pay- 
roll was to be transferred at Dan- 
ville,’ instead of Indianapolis, and 
I said, ‘How do you know it is to 
be there?’ Glasscock said, ‘Fahy 
told me it himself.’” 

Glasscock, the witness testified, 
“‘said' ‘“‘We won’t bother with that 
payroll, it’s just as hard as that 
train, and we can get $7,000,000 or 
$8,000,000 off the train.’” 

That was the first testimony in 
the trial as to the origin of the mail 
train robbery plot. 

Postponed Robbery for Week. 

Newton said the Roundout hold- 
up was postponed for a week be- 
cause bad roads would have inter- 
fered with an escape. 

On June 12, the date of the rob- 
bery, he said, it was agreed that 
Willis Newton and Holliday would 
ride the “blind baggage.”’ 

The witness said he and his 
brothers, Willie and Joe, and Glass- 
cock motored to Rondout. 

“Glasscock stopped the train 
with a flash,” the witness said. 

He added that soon Holliday 
brought the engineer, fireman ani 
the flagman to him to guard. 

“Pretty soon Holliday brought 
Willie over to me; he was shot. 
We put him in one of the cars.” 

Glasscock had shot Willie New- 
ton, the witness said, although he 
did not know under what circum- 
stances. 

The witness then told of driving 
to Ottawa, Ill., and arriving at an 
old garage there about daylight. 
They drove their cars into the ga- 
rage and Glasscock left, saying he 
would try to find Murray, 
ness said. 
Glasscock was gone and asked, 
“Did you get it?” the witness tes- 
tified. 

Took $2000 From a Sack. 

“Never mind, we've got a man 
shot and want a doctor,” one of the 
men replied, Jesse Newton added.

Other Officials Join in Mourn- 
ing for Gus J. Karger, Veteran 
Washington Newspaperman.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—With 


the President of the United States 
and a former President and Chief 
Justice, Senators and members of 
the House in attendance, funeral 
services for Gus J. Karger, the 


most popular newspaper corres- 
pondent in Washington, were held 
today. 

Honors that might have been 
paid to a distinguished statesman 
or fvreign envoy, tributes that 
came from every section of Wash- 
ington’s official colony, marked the 
passing of a man who was perhaps 
known outside of his profession 
only to the people of a single city, 
Cincinnati, as the representative of 
the Times-Star, but his influence 
was greater than any of his col- 
leagues. 

President Coolidge, In extending 
his sympathy to Mrs. Karger, re- 
called that Karger was “the trusted 
friend and the helpful counselor of 
many public men.” 

“The news of your husband's 
death has brought to me a sense uf 
sorrow and of real loss,” he wrote. 
“His long service as a leading fig- 
ure in the corps of newspaper cor- 
respondents, which is so important 
a factor in the life of the capital, 
had made him the trusted friend 
and the helpful counselor of many 
public men. Like most of the men 
of his profession, he lived a public 
life while enjoying little of the rec- 
ognition it brings to those who de- 
vote themselves to it in other ca- 
pacities, 

“I want to make recognition of 
the part he played in this com- 
munity and in the nation, to tell 
you of my own grief in his going 
and to extend all sympathy and 
condolence in your great loss.” 

Oonfidant of Presidents. 

As the confidant of presidents, 
as the leader of the newspaper 
corps in its standard of ethics, par- 
ticularly in relation to public men, 
Gus Karger might have had almost 
any office within the gift of a 
chief executive. But he declined 
political honors. He preferred the 
unofficial standing of & newspaper 
correspondent, and inspired many 
of the younger men who came to 
Washington after he did with a 
zeal for similar service.
